Jail warning for 
death-drive man

A LORRY driver faces jail after 
he admitted causing the death 
of a popular college tutor. 

Isleham dad-of-four Simon 
Bendall, who worked in the 
engineering and construction 
academies at Cambridge Regional 
College, was killed in a pile-up on 
the A14 on April 29 last year. 

At Cambridge Crown Court, haulier 
Melvyn Gillett, of Croft Park Road, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

The 44-year-old was bailed until a 
sentencing hearing on February 10. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth told Gillett: 
“You must understand that an immediate 
custodial sentence is inevitable in this 
case. 

“The fact I’m giving you bail doesn’t 
mean the court is even considering the 
possibility of a community order." 

Mr Bendall, of Robins Close, Isleham, 
was queuing to get off the westbound 
carriageway at Milton on his way to work 
when his Vauxhall Astra was hit. 

Two other cars were involved, as well as 
Gillett’s lorry. 

Following the death of Mr Bendall, 53, 
his family called for the A14 to be 
improved to prevent more tragedies.

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Sharp fall 
in deaths 
on roads 
in Suffolk 

FEWER people were killed or 
seriously injured on a county’s 
roads last year. 

Provisional figures for Suffolk 
indicate that the total number of 
serious road casualties was 
slightly more than 300. 

A reduction of between 16 and 
18 per cent on the 2009 total of 
367 is expected when all the 
figures have been verified. 

It will be the first time since 
2007 that the county has reported 
an annual reduction in the 
figures. 

The number of deaths on the 
county’s road last year was 
halved to 20 - the lowest figure in 
recent years. 

In 2009, 42 people died as a 
result of 37 crashes. The average 
for the past five years is 35 
deaths. 

The figures also show that the 
number of children killed or 
seriously injured in 2010 was the 
lowest in 10 years. 

Chief Insp Ady Dawson, of the 
county’s road policing unit, said 
it was pleasing that the figures 
had dropped so significantly, but 
warned drivers not to become 
complacent. 

“The fact remains that 20 
people lost their lives on our 
roads last year - and this figure 
will never be low enough until it 
is at zero.”

His brother ferry, of Windsor 
Road, Newmarket, said lessons 
“could be learned”. 

He said: “Queues should not 
build up from junctions on a busy 
road like the A14. The same thing 
happens at the Newmarket 
junction in the evening. 

“We would not want anyone 
else put in the same position as 
we have been.” 

Study support tutor Mr Bendall 
worked at Cambridge Regional 
College for 20 years and staff 
described him as a “tremendous 
man and a highly-valued 
colleague”. 

Last year, Linda Rowley, a 
former assistant principal of the 
college, said: “Simon could always 
be relied upon to go the extra mile 
- even a marathon - but never 
without doing things his way and 
maintaining his own high 
standards. His warm-heartedness 
and genuine empathy with 
people made him stand out as the 
unique person he was.” 

Mr Bendall grew up in 
Newmarket and is survived by his 
wife, Ruth, and four children 
Lizzie, foe, Becky and Hannah, 
plus granddaughter Alisha. 

Nearly 400 people attended his 
funeral at Isleham’s High Street 
Baptist Church.

ARTISTS have a month to 
submit their designs for 
painting life-size acrylic 
horses which are due to go on 
display this summer. 

The Horse About 
Newmarket contest is being 
organised by the town council 
to coincide with the July 
Festival and the race meeting 
of the same name. 

Ten life-size horses are 
being bought by the council 
for display around the town 
when they have been painted. 

Schools have agreed to 
paint 11 half-size horses, 
which will also go on show. 

The contest has attracted 
sponsorship from a number of 
local businesses. Any profits 
will be shared by Newmarket- 
based Racing Welfare and the 
St Nicholas Hospice, in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who has 
organised the contest with 
Kay Dawson, the council’s 
events manager, said: “It’s a 
great thing for the community. 
It will be lovely to see the 
horses exhibited all summer. 

“I can’t believe how far we 
have come since the idea was 
first raised last year. 
Everybody has been very 
supportive and enthusiastic.” 

Artists are being asked to 
choose a theme based on the 
name of a past 2000 Guineas 
race winner. 

Among the most recent 
winners are Sea the Stars, 


Henrythenavigator, Footsteps 
In The Sand, Cockney Rebel, 
George Washington and Rock 
of Gibraltar. 

Those chosen to paint 
horses will receive £100 in 
expenses and paint supplied 
by Tindalls art shop in the High 
Street. There will be a £200 
prize for the winning horse. All 
the horses, including those 


painted by the schools, are 
due to be sold at auction 
during the autumn to raise 
money for the charities. 

Sponsors of the contest 
include The Jockey Club, 
National Stud, Tattersalls, 
Darley Stud Management, 
Cheveley Park Stud, trainer 
John Gosden, the Bedford 
Lodge Hotel and Tesco.

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BETTING shops could close with a 
loss of up to 2,000 jobs if book¬ 
makers have to contribute more to 
the Government - according to a 
bookmakers’ leader. 

The warning came from Stu Mclnroy, 
general secretary of the Bookmakers’ 
Committee, in response to a Parliamentary 
debate called by Newmarket’s MP Matthew 
Hancock. 

The House of Commons debate, which 
was due to take place today, was called in 
response to concerns by racing industry 
leaders at the falling income from the 
Horserace Bett¬ 
ing Levy. 

Much of the 
reduction has 
been blamed 
on bookmakers’ 
basing their op¬ 
erations outside 
of Britain to 
avoid the levy. 

Mr Mclnroy 
said: “Book¬ 
makers and rac¬ 
ing agree that 
the levy is no 
longer fit for 
purpose - it 
must come to ^ , 

an end. Debate: Matthew Hancock. 

“The Book¬ 
makers’ Committee disagrees with 
Matthew Hancock that the betting industry 
should be subsidising horseracing more 
than is already the case through the levy, 
TV picture rights and sponsorship. 

“We pay six times as much in television 
rights as a decade ago, during which period 
betting on British horseracing has declined 
by 40 per cent. 

“Higher levy payments on top of this 
would likely lead to the closure of over 400 
betting shops and the loss of approx¬ 
imately 2,000 jobs across the country.” 

Mr Hancock secured a debate before 
Christmas, but now he will be raising the 
issue again. 

He said: “This significant debate is an 
important opportunity for Parliament to 
make clear its view on the importance of 
racing to our country, and to debate how 
racing’s future should be put on a sustain¬ 
able footing.” 



Store ban for abusive pensioner 


Driver watches as 
thug damages car 


A PENSIONER on a 
mobility scooter who 
admitted using threat¬ 
ening behaviour in a store 
has been banned from the 
premises for a year. 

Robert “Jock” Mackie, 
66, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates 
court on Tuesday, January 
J8 where he admitted a 
charge of using threat¬ 
ening, insulting or abu¬ 
sive words or behaviour 
to Andrew Doherty, 
manager of the Iceland 
store in Newmarket last 
October. 


Mackie. of George 
Lambton Avenue, New¬ 
market, is suffering from 
chronic emphysema, and 
was unable to get his 
mobility scooter into the 
court room, but was 
represented by Declan 
Gallagher. 

District Judge David 
Cooper told Mackie, 
through his solicitor: “You 
have got an atrocious 
record. 

“You are beyond re¬ 
demption. You are behind 
with your fines and if you 
don’t bring them up to 


date within 14 days, you 
will be arrested.” 

Mr Gallagher told the 
court that the offence 
occurred when Mr Mackie 
had taken a drink after 
attending the funeral of 
the infant daughter of a 
friend from the racing 
industry. 

He had gone into the 
Newmarket Iceland store 
on his mobility scooter, 
while drinking from a can 
of beer. 

His client, who has a 
string of convictions from 
Newmarket, Cambridge, 


Ipswich and Glasgow, has 
only been in a wheelchair 
for the past couple of 
years as his health has 
deteriorated. 

Mackie was fined £100 
for the threatening 
behaviour charge, £100 
for a breach of a previous 
conditional discharge and 
ordered to play £85 costs, 
plus a £15 victim support 
charge. 

A restraining order was 
also imposed prohibiting 
him from entering the 
Iceland store for the next 
year. 


A VANDAL smashed a mirror on a car 
while the driver was sitting inside. 

The incident, in St Mary’s Square in 
Newmarket happened at around 8.25pm 
Thursday, January 13. 

The attacker spat on the car, a black 
Vauxhall Corsa, after breaking the mirror 
and walked off along the nearby horse 
walk. 

He is described as white, between 5ft 
lOin and 6ft tall with a shaved head and 
stubble. 

He was wearing gold rings, a black 
jacket, blue jeans and black shoes.

Parents mount protest 
to win school crossing 


Driver hurt 
as robbers 
target truck 

A WOMAN delivery driver 
was left shaken after four 
hooded men burst into her 
lorry and knocked her to the 
ground. 

The gang stole four large 
bags of cigarettes, worth 
around £4,500 in total, and 
drove off in a dark-coloured 
vehicle. 

The robbery happened as 
the 34-year-old woman was 
making a delivery at the Total 
filling station in Newmarket 
High Street, between 6.35am 
and 6.45am on Saturday. She 
suffered bruising but did not 
need immediate medical 
attention. 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
appealed for witnesses. 

He said: “While parked on 
the forecourt of a petrol 
station with its rear doors 
open, a delivery lorry has 
been entered by three or four 
male offenders. 

“When inside the back of 
the lorry the men have 
pushed the female driver to 
the ground and stolen four 
large bags of cigarettes. 

“The men then got into a 
dark-coloured vehicle and 
drove off.”

PARENTS and children staged a 
roadside protest in a campaign 
for a new pedestrian crossing. 

A crowd, some with placards, gathered 
on the pavement in Exning Road, 
Newmarket, on Saturday following a 
campaign on the social networking site 
Facebook. 

Mick Smith, of Freshfields, New¬ 
market, said: “For the past three years, 
they have moved all the young families 
with children into the new houses on the 
George Lambton estate. Most of the 
children go to Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School so they have to cross the 
road twice a day. 

“Just before Christmas I stopped to let 
the parents cross, and one child nearly 
got hit by a car speeding up from the 
Icewell Hill direction. 

“These are my friends and neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Mr Smith, 45, said parents had been 
angered by the response from Suffolk 
County Council’s roads chiefs who said

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they could not afford to install a crossing 
on Exning Road, near the Tannersfield 
Way junction leading to Freshfields. 

“How much will it cost to put a 
crossing in compared to how much it 
will cost if a child is hit and killed?” he 
said. 

“If something happens, the county 
council will have to be accountable. We 
just want a crossing to make things 
safer.” 

He said traffic coming out of the town 
up Mill Hill always seemed to be 
travelling faster than traffic heading in 
the opposite direction. 

The county council has already ruled 
out plans for a crossing at the Rowley 
Drive junction in nearby St Mary’s 
Square. 

A county council spokesman said: 
“With reduced funding from the 
Government we have to prioritise high 


accident locations for safety schemes. 

“At present, we do not know what 
funding will be available for next year. 
Several crossing facilities have been 
requested within Newmarket and when 
funding becomes available, views 
expressed by the public will be one of the 
factors considered in progressing 
schemes.” 

Members of an action group formed to 
press for a crossing have now written to 
mayor Cllr Mick Jefferys to ask for his 
support. 

They are pressing for the crossing to 
treated as an “exceptional need”, even 
though official accident statistics do not 
appear to support their case. 

They have pointed out that there are 
160 people supporting the Facebook 
campaign, together with a written 
petition by 100 people. 

A spokesman for the group said: “We 
feel we have proved from the amount of 
support shown that there is a need - 
even if not enough accidents have 
occurred.” 


Countdown starts to 
opening of new store 


Dragons put focus 
on Strictly hopefuls 


A NEW supermarket is just 
weeks away from opening. 

The new Sainsbury’s store in 
Mildenhall is due to open this 
spring and although the 
company has not officially 
announced the date, parish 
councillors have indicated it 
may be on March 2. 

The future of the existing 
Sainsbury’s store in the town is 
undecided. 

The long-awaited new store 
is the result of years of 
planning and talks about 
getting a major store chain to 
come to the town to help boost 
trade. 

It is being built on the site of 


the former bowls and social 
club, off Recreation Way. 

A company spokesman said: 
“Work is progressing well on 
our replacement store in 
Mildenhall, which is scheduled 
to open in spring this year. We 
are currently considering 
possible tenants for our 
existing store after we 
relocate.” 

The parish council has taken 
up issues with the contractors 
about hazards on the road and 
footpaths - including an 
incident when a section of 
fence on a children’s play¬ 
ground was damaged by a 
lorry.

Funding blow for community’s bus service 


A COMMUNITY bus service which 
provides a lifeline for isolated, 
elderly and disabled people has had 
its entire district council funding 
axed. 

Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride was set to 
receive £16,800 from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) this year. 

But Conservatives on the cash- 
strapped council have voted to 
withdraw the grant in a bid to 
balance the authority’s books. 

Nick Blencowe, business 
development manager of Ely Soham 
Dial-a-Ride, said there would have 
to be a reduction in the services. 

He said: “The loss of a £16,800 
grant is very difficult to replace and 
we are reliant on outside funding. 
We operate to give those in the 
community who can’t use the main 
bus service access to local 
amenities by providing an 
affordable door-to-door bus service. 

“The dial-a-ride service cannot 
pay for itself, so there will have to 
be a reduction in the services we 
provide.” 

He said that a board of trustees’ 
meeting on February 3 will decide 
how this can be done. 

Liberal Democrats have blasted 
the Tories’ decision. 

Lib Dem leader, Cllr Ian Allen, 
said: “The Tories have targeted 
some of the most vulnerable 
members of our community rather 
than looking at making cuts from 
their internal budget. 

“At the same time, they are 
preparing a statement in support of 
the Local Transport Plan, which 
includes a key message to continue 
to support the development of

community transport. This is totally 
hypocritical.” 

Cllr Bob Stevens, Lib Dem 
transport spokesman, added: 
“There is no justification for taking 
away this organisation’s entire 
funding.” 

It was decided to axe the grant 
after news that the district council 
will lose the Government-funded 
concessionary bus fares scheme 
for the elderly and disabled, which 
is being transferred to 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 


ECDC received a higher 
allocation of funding than was 
needed to run the scheme and the 
Tories claim that without this money 
they can no longer afford to support 
dial-a ride. 

Fred Brown, ECDC leader, said: 
"The simple fact is since the 
funding and administration for 
concessionary bus fares moved to 
the county council we no longer 
have the pot of money to fund the 
dial-a-ride grant. 

“It is as simple and 


uncomplicated as that.” 

Cllr Tony Parramint, chairman of 
the council’s environment and 
transport committee, added: "We 
can only do so much with the 
funding we have - it only stretches 
so far. 

“Sadly, this is a fact which 
seems to have escaped councillors 
Allen and Stevens. 

“We will, of course, offer dial-a- 
aide all the support they need to tap 
into any funds which are available 
at county or national levels.” 


Fence thief is

A WOMAN stopped a man 
trying to steal a fence panel 
from her back garden. 

She was alerted when she 
heard a noise outside her 
home in Fern Way, Red Lodge. 
She called out to the man, who 
ran across a building site 
behind her home and drove off 
at speed in a dark blue estate 
car loaded with other fence 
panels stolen from 
neighbouring houses. 

Panels worth around £50 were 
stolen and £15 damage was 
caused to the panel in the 
woman’s fence. 

The man, who spoke with an 
Irish accent, was white, 
middle-aged and was wearing 
dark clothing.

Warning as criminals target catalytic converters 


TWO more expensive 
exhaust system compo¬ 
nents have been stolen in 
a spate of thefts which 
have cost vehicle owners 
thousands of pounds. 

Since the beginning of 
December, nearly 40 catalytic 
converters have been stolen 
from parked vehicles in Suffolk. 

The components, which 
remove harmful exhaust emis¬ 
sions, cost an average of £1,000 
to replace. 

Police have warned drivers to 
park their vehicles in areas 
which are well lit and take 
additional precautions, such as 
fitting a cage or locking device to 
prevent the converter from 
easily being unbolted.

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In one incident in Newmarket, 
a converter was stolen in just 15 
minutes while a Ford Ranger 
pick-up was in a DIY store’s car 
park. 

In another incident in Hav¬ 
erhill, a converter was stolen 
from a van in Sainsbury’s car 
park. The driver was assaulted 
when he tried to stop the thieves 
from getting away. 

In the latest incidents, con¬ 
verters were stolen from two 
Ford Rangers parked in Red 
Lodge, near Newmarket. 

One, a black vehicle, was 
parked in Pippin Court, Red 
Lodge, between 5.20pm on 


Sunday, fanuary 9 and 5.30am 
the next day. 

The other theft was from a 
blue Ranger parked in Heath- 
erset Way, Red Lodge, between 
3pm on Saturday, lanuary 8 and 
7.30pm on Sunday, fanuary 9. 

Police have suggested that 
owners mark converters with 
invisible security markings. They 
have also appealed to the public 
to alert them about any 
suspicious people or vehicles.

Four fire engines, 
together with an amb¬ 
ulance, rapid response 
paramedic, police and 
emergency services from 
the nearby Mildenhall US 
Air Force base went to the 
scene. 

But the woman, bel¬ 
ieved to be American, was 
freed from her vehicle 
unhurt. The road was 
cleared just before 8am.

Lakenheath, where the auction 
will be taking place from 
12.30pm on Saturday, said: “I 
took over the Barns two years 
ago and I’ve never seen anything 
like this. 

“Many of the models are in 
mint condition and in their 


original boxes. There is even a 
gold-coloured limited edition 
Eddie Stobart truck.” 

The auctioneer will be David 
Palmer, who has appeared on 
television antique and 
collectables shows such as Cash 
in the Attic. 


Drugs store man 
told to pay £ 32 k 


A DRUGS warehouse¬ 
man has been ordered 
to pay back more than 
£32,000 of his ill-gotten 
gains. 

But that is less than a third 
of the total amount Jeremy 
Pearce is thought to have 
raked in by allowing his 
bungalow on Meadowlands, 
Burwell, to be used to store 
cannabis. 

At Cambridge Crown Court, 
prosecutor Anthony Hook 
said the 38-year-old was 
believed to have profited 
from his offending to the tune 
of £99,999, but had realisable 
assets of £32,200.

Ordering that sum to be 
paid, Judge Gareth Hawk- 
esworth told Pearce: “You will 
appreciate there is a 
difference between the 
benefits certified and the 
amount the court has 
confiscated by this order. 

“This balance can be 
pursued by the Crown at any 
future date, should you come 
into funds.” 

Pearce was jailed for two 
years in March last year after 
admitting possessing canna¬ 
bis with intent to supply, 
possessing cannabis resin 


with intent to supply and 
possessing criminal property. 

The court heard police 
raided his home in October 
2009 and found cannabis 
with a wholesale value of 
£79,400, plus £14,000 cash. 

The drugs were in the 
bedroom, stashed under the 
bed, in drawers and in 
containers. 

Officers analysed mobile 
phones found at the address 
but could find no evidence 
Pearce had been supplying 
the drugs. 

Pearce said he had been 
bullied into taking the 
“warehouseman” role by drug 
dealers from the area and had 
felt he had little choice but to 


play along. 

At last year’s hearing, Judge 
Anthony Bate said Pearce had 
allowed his house to be used 
for “illicit purposes”. 

He said: “You were in the 
business of being the ware¬ 
houseman. You provided the 
safe house for the stash of 
drugs used in a supply 
operation by others.” 

Georgina Gibbs, mitigating 
at that hearing, said her client 
“fully accepted there were 
steps he could have taken not 
to be part of this enterprise” 
and had turned his life 
around. 

Pearce has now been 
released from prison.

Woman sought over fraud bid

The woman was followed 
and later ran to a black 
Renault Megane parked just 
past the Dullingham Road 
junction. The car, which 
had a 60-plate registration, 
sped off past the race¬ 
course. 

The woman, thought to 
be of mixed race, had long 


black hair, a long black coat, 
black trousers and black 
shoes. Her finger nails were 
painted a distinctive silver 
and she had an orange “fake 
tan” appearance.

Cheveley 

A MEETING of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held on 
Tuesday, January 11 when it 
was reported that, following 
the matter having been taken 
up by the South 
Neighbourhood Panel, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council had indicated that 
there would be no change in 
the catchment area in 
respect of children attending 
Bottisham Village College. 
Following extensive research 
and in recognition of 
financial constraints in the 
current economic climate, 


the county council did not 
consider that there was 
presently a need to increase 
the capacity of the college, 
although this situation would 
continue to be reviewed. 

■ The Townland Charity 
money had been distributed 
on December 17 to 25 
residents of the parish who 
were more than 80 years old 
and had lived in the parish 
for at least 15 years. 

Because of the weather 
conditions, many of the 
payments were made to the 
recipients at their homes. 

■ District councillor Peter 
Cresswell reported that the 
SI 06 funds, which would be 
available to the parish 
council to spend on 
infrastructure within the 
parish, were 55 per cent of 
the total sum which had 
been paid by the developer 
of the Duchess Park 
development under a legal 
agreement. It was agreed 
that no decision would be 
made about how the bulk of 
this could best be spent until 
after the parish meeting in 
May, when residents would 
be informed of the situation. 
In the meantime, a request 
had been received from the 
Residents’ Association of 
Duchess Park for the 
purchase of two additional 
grit bins from these funds for 


their area. Householders 
would supply the grit. This 
would be considered once it 
was established whether the 
funds could be used for this 
purpose. 

■ The charitable trust status 
of the Cheveley Pavilion and 
Recreation Ground Charity 
was considered. 
Investigations would be 
taken into the options open 
to the parish council for the 
future of the charity and into 
the insurance situation.The 
future role of the pavilion 
within the community would 
also be considered, 
particularly in view of the 
expense of maintaining the 
building and its lack of use. 

It was agreed that this matter 
required urgent attention. 

■ Caretaking duties within 
the parish, including the 
emptying of bins at the 
recreation ground, have been 
undertaken by two parish 
councillors since May last 
year, following the 
withdrawal of the contract. 
This was intended to be a 
temporary measure and a 
more suitable and long-term 
arrangement would be 
investigated and reported at 
the next meeting, on 
Tuesday, February 8 at 
7.30pm in the community 
room at Cheveley School.

A FORMER telecoms worker has 
written a book about his former 
home in London during the late 
1950s and early 1960s. 

Frank Czucha, of Silver Street, 
Burwell, wrote the book from his 
own memories and those of other 
residents.

Burwell and Soham Village 
colleges, and Hills Road Sixth 
Form College in Cambridge.

Senior officer pledges breath-test campaign will continue

DRIVERS are contin¬ 
uing to ‘dice with death’ 
by drink-driving, with 
positive breath tests 
over Christmas up 
despite an awareness 
campaign. 

Suffolk Police have been 
left “disappointed” with the 
number of people still deter¬ 
mined to “put careers on the 
line” following the end of the 
Christmas 2010 drink-drive 
awareness campaign. 

Figures show a 2.4 per cent 
increase in the year-on-year 
Christmas campaigns, with 
102 motorists out of 1,118 
stopped (9.1 per cent), 
arrested for drink-driving. 
This compares to December 
2009, when 6.7 per cent of 
those breath tested were 
positive. 

The force’s month-long 
campaign began on De¬ 
cember 1 and saw officers

conduct breath tests county¬ 
wide. On average, around 
three motorists were caught 
over the drink-drive limit 
every day during the camp¬ 
aign. 

The worst offending group 
was men over the age of 25, 
where 11.1 per cent failed a 
breath test. 

Only 3.3 per cent of tests 
conducted on those between 
the ages of 16-19 were found 
to be positive. 

In total, 6.9 per cent of all 
drivers tested in the under 25 


years old age group provided 
a positive breath test, 
compared with 9.8 per cent of 
all drivers over 25 years old. 

Furthermore, 409 of the 
total breath tests were 
conducted following a crash, 
of which 31 gave a positive 
reading. 

This equates to 7.5 per cent 
and is a 2.3 per cent increase 
on last year. 

Chief Inspector Ady 
Dawson is angry that 
motorists continue to “dice 
with death" and risk every¬ 


thing for alcohol. 

He said: “We set out to 
eradicate this scourge from 
society, but we can only do so 
much We’re truly dis¬ 
appointed in the attitude 
shown by a significant num¬ 
ber of people who don’t seem 
to care about risking their 
lives, their job and social 
embarrassment. 

“We will not tolerate drink 
or drug-driving and will 
continue to pursue these 
criminals throughout the 
year. 

“These people are not 
above the law and they will be 
prosecuted. 

“We will continue working 
with local media organ¬ 
isations so that our work is 
publicised, and those who 
choose to risk lives will be 
exposed. Drink-driving ruins 
lives all year round.”

Windscreen wipers are 
essential in clearing your view, 
particularly in winter when grit

cracks or splitting and 
replace if required.

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Cash lifeline let couple start 
a new I ife down on the farm 



I T’S a bitterly cold 
morning. The 
wind, which is 
howling, appears to 
have blown in direct 
from the Arctic. Yet, 
undeterred by the 
inclement weather, 
Liz and Stuart 
Matthews are out in a 
field tending their 
sheep: the proud 
owners of a 300- 
strong flock, they visit 
them come rain, 
shine and, as is 
evident today, ice- 
cold winds. 

Running a flock of 
primarily Rough Fell sheep 
- a hardy and ancient 
breed, which hails from 
Cumbria - is, explains Liz, 
a dream come true for 
them both. 

This time three years 
ago, she was battling 
cancer, Stuart had quit 
work to care for her and 
they were utterly reliant on 
benefits; settingup 
Skeldale Flock, already 
famous across the area for 
producing top-notch lamb, 
threw them a financial 
lifeline - and gave their 
entire family hope for the 
future. 

“When I think back, it is 
amazing how far we’ve 
come,” says Liz, 59. 
“Running a farm isn’t

always easy; we’ve 
forgotten what a holiday is. 
But it is incredibly 
rewarding. And, in a lot of 
ways, it’s given us our lives 
back.” 

Liz was diagnosed with 
cancer early in 2006. “All 
my life I’ve suffered with 
bad throats and swollen 
glands,” she recounts. “Just 
before Christmas my 
glands came up in my neck 
but I didn’t think anything 
of it really: you know what 
it’s like in the run-up to 
Christmas, you’re so busy 
running round and getting 
everything done; I just 
thought I was a bit tired. 

“It was my daughter 
Penny, who was 12 at the 
time, who said: ‘You’ve got 
lumps in your neck, mum. 
You should go to the 
doctor’. I had to take her to 
the GP for something in 
the January and she told 
him I had these lumps; I 
still thought it was nothing, 
but he said it could be 
something quite serious 
and wanted to do tests...” 

The tests showed Liz had 
chronic lymphocytic 
leukaemia, known as CLL; 
a body scan revealed 
tumours in both sides of 
her neck, in her chest and 
in her bone marrow. 

“I was told that you can 
never really get rid of this 


kind of cancer, that they 
never actually cure it, but 
that it can be kept at bay. I 
didn’t go to pieces; I’m a 
positive person. But that’s 
not to say there haven’t 
been difficult times.” 

Liz, formerly a legal 
secretary, spent the next 
year having chemotherapy. 

Stuart, a lifelong animal 
lover who then worked 
with horses, had to give up 
his job to look after her. 

Among the many side- 
effects of her treatment, 
including serious fatigue, 
Liz says her bone density 
dropped dramatically- 
and she ended up with a 
fractured femur, caused 
simply by getting out of a 
chair. Her eyesight also 
suffered, thanks to an 
inflammation of blood 
vessels in her head. 

“Penny’s a very caring 
sort of girl. One day she 
was fiddling with my hair 
and a whole lot fell out,” 
remembers Liz. “I don’t 
think she ever quite forgot 
that and, coming up to her 
13th birthday, she decided 
to shave her head for 
charity. 

“It was in the paper at 
the time and she made a 
lot of money for the 
Teenage Cancer Trust. How 
can you feel down when 
you’ve got support like 
that?” 

Now in remission, Liz 
says she and Stuart were 
determined to get off

possible. Having kept a few 
sheep as a hobby, they 
decided to scale up the 
operation and put it on a 
commercial footing. But, 
try as hard as they might, 
they couldn’t get any finan¬ 
cial backing from the bank; 
without a loan, there was 
no way they could afford to 
buy either the livestock or 
the equipment needed. 

“There were times when 
I thought about giving up,” 
admits Liz. “But, having 
faced the cancer, I was 
determined to keep going. 
James, our son, is training 
as a farrier and we thought 
it would be perfect to set 
up a farm as a family 
business. Just when we 
were feeling like it would 
never happen, I heard 
about Foundation East- 
and it gave us a £2,000 loan 
to get started.” 

An independent 
organisation, Foundation 
East provides loans for 
businesses that have been 
refused bank finance 
despite having a viable 
business plan. 

As well as giving Liz and 
Stuart financial support, it 
has provided all kinds of 
practical help and advice 
too. 

“We really couldn’t have 
done this without 
Foundation East,” says Liz. 
“I can’t thank it enough.” 

Since securing the loan, 
Skeldale Flock - named 
after the veterinary surgery 
in All Creatures Great and 


Small - has gone from 
strength to strength. 
Starting with just a handful 
of sheep, Liz and Stuart 
now have almost 300 
Rough Fells, including 11 
rams, and a dozen 
Herdwicks, a breed 
favoured by children’s 
author Beatrix Potter. 
(Having won numerous 
prizes for her Herdwick 
ewes in the 1930s, on her 
death she bequeathed 15 
farms to the National Trust 
- stipulating that 
Herdwicks graze the land 
for evermore.) 

A regular visitor to the 
sheep’s native Cumbria, to 
meet other breeders and 
invest in new stock, Stuart 
has become such an expert 
on the subject he was 
recently asked to judge a 
Rough Fell show. And the 
lamb he and Liz are 
producing has already won 
an impressive reputation, 
with a loyal following of 
both customers and 
restaurateurs, keen to get 
the meat on their menu. 

Over the last year, Liz 
and Stuart have branched 
out into keeping a small 
number of geese and pigs; 
the Skeldale Flock bacon 
was a particular hit. 

The next step - for which 
Liz has secured a second 
Foundation East loan - is 
to open a farm shop on the 
main farm site, right in the 
heart of Barton, near 
Cambridge; Liz and Stuart 
also lease other fields, in 
and around the village, for 


their livestock. 

“If you look after 
something, it will look after 
you,” says Stuart. “It’s the 
same with sheep: if you 
look after them well, they 
return the favour - by 
producing really good 
meat.” 

Although Liz still needs 
regular hospital checks and 
takes ‘a whole boxful of 
medication’ every day, and 
Penny suffers from the 
chronic fatigue condition 
ME, the Matthews say their 
family’s future is looking 
bright. 

“James is about to 
qualify as a farrier and he’s 
got himself a building right 
opposite us,” says Liz. 
“We’ve got the farm shop 
in the pipeline. And I turn 
60 in 2011, too, so there’s 
plenty for us to look 
forward to. I think it’s going 
to be a really good year...” 
• Foundation East - an 
Industrial and Provident

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Fenland trip 
to focus on 
search for 
artefacts 

TAKE a trip back in time this 
weekend with a walk of 
discovery on a fen.

OSCAR-WINNING writer- 
director Michel Gondry always 
refused to compromise his 
creativity on the big screen. 

He conjured some memorable 
and offbeat romantic comedies 
of recent times ( Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless 
Mind, The Science Of Sleep) 
but, alas, has finally sold out 
into the competitive arena of 
blockbusters. 

The Green Hornet resurrects 
the eponymous masked 
avenger and puts him at the 
centre of an illogical plot and a 
blitzkrieg of headache- 
inducing action sequences that 
strain the eyes in 3D. 

A puerile script leaves no room 
for sparks of originality. 

Indeed, if Gondry’s name 
wasn’t clearly emblazoned on 
the credits, you’d question if he 
was really behind this clatter of 
disparate elements. 

Media magnate James Reid 
(Tom Wilkinson) dies from an 


allergic reaction to a bee sting, 
leaving his empire to his 
wastrel son, Britt (Seth Rogen), 
a mainstay of the city’s 
hedonistic party scene. 

The son forges an unlikely 
friendship with his father’s 
driver, Kato (Jay Chou), and 
together they fight crime. 

In his guise as The Green 
Hornet, Britt strikes fear into the 
heart of the underworld 
controlled by Benjamin 
Chudnofsky (Christoph Waltz), 
aided by Kato and his 


seemingly indestructible car, 
The Black Beauty. 

The Green Hornet lacks 
cohesion, clumsily teeing up 
set pieces which include a 
ridiculous chase around the 
newspaper offices. 

Kato’s own version of bullet¬ 
time fighting, flooring his 
adversaries in slow motion, is 
visually appealing but turns 
out to be the film’s only 
directorial flourish but 
Gondry’s film can’t buzz off 
quick enough.

It's the appeal of potatoes 


That would life be 
\A/ without the 

humble spud? Can 
you imagine bangers 
without mash, fish without 
chips, Sunday roast without 
the obligatory roast 
potatoes? 

Of the many vegetables you can 
grow, potatoes are among the 
easiest, yet the most rewarding. 
Those dug up and cooked 
immediately taste so completely 
different from the shop-bought 
varieties, which to me look like 
they've often been stuck in plastic 
bags too long. 

As National Potato Day 
approaches, Philip Turvil, project 
manager of Garden Organic’s 
Master Gardener programme, a 
volunteer network which supports 
people and communities growing 
fruit and veg, says there’s no better 
time to start ‘chitting’ potatoes and 
to find out about the wealth of 
varieties on offer. 


Start buying your seed potatoes 
now for chitting on trays or in egg 
cartons on a well-lit windowsill, 
but out of direct sunlight. When 
the dark green shoots appear on 
the tubers in four to six weeks, 
plant them in well-prepared 
ground, enhanced with compost or 
well-rotted manure and within a 
few months you’ll have crops of 
delicious spuds to last you 
throughout summer and well into

autumn. 

There are some basic rules to 
follow to give you the best chance 
of success, he advises. 

“Don’t let the shoots on the 
seed potatoes become too long 
before you plant them out,” he 
says. 

“If they get too long, say four 
inches, they start to become leggy 
and may break off when you plant 
them in the ground. This will slow 
the crop down as the tuber has 
already expended so much energy 
producing the shoots.” 

Prepare your soil in winter, 
before planting your potatoes, he 
advises. 

“They are really hungry plants, 
so add compost or well-rotted 
manure to the soil in January 
onwards and up to early spring, 
but don't overdo it. One 
wheelbarrow of compost for every 
10 square metres is plenty,” he 
says. 

It is possible to add too much 
compost, he warns, which will

encourage lots of dark green 
foliage at the expense of the tubers 
underneath. Dig organic matter 
into the top 30cm of soil where 
you haven’t grown potatoes for 
three or four years and plant the 
tubers four to six inches deep, 
keeping them well watered but not 
waterlogged. 

Early varieties, otherwise 
known as new potatoes, planted 
out from March to May, can be 
planted 30cm apart in rows 40- 
50cm apart and you should be 
harvesting them in June and July. 
Maincrop varieties need more 
space, can remain in the soil for 
longer and can be harvested in 
September and October and 
stored. 


Of course, like all vegetables, 
potatoes have their enemies - 
slugs work their way under the soil 
and chomp though people’s 
harvests. The secret to deterring 
them is not to just adopt one 
method, says Turvil. 

“Use more than one technique. 
Maincrops are particularly 
vulnerable in September, so don’t 
overwater them, which will 
encourage slugs. Wash a 
nematode drip, available from 
mail order companies and at 
garden centres, down into the 
crop. If you have to use slug 
pellets, choose organic ones, 
scattered on the surface.” 

Potato blight is another 
problem, so if you see signs of it - 


brownish-black patches on the 
leaves, which eventually wither 
and die - chop off infected leaves 
down to ground level. 

Leave the affected tubers in the 
ground for a couple of weeks so 
that spores on the surface aren't 
disturbed, which could infect the 
rest of the crop. 

“If you have potatoes which 
have been left in the ground from 
last season and then sprouted, or 
have been put on the compost 
heap, remove them because they 
can carry blight,” Turvil advises. 

“Also, choose good quality seed 
potatoes from a reliable source 
such as a good garden centre or by 
attending a Potato Day event, and 
check out the more blight-resistant 
varieties such as Cara, Valor and 
new Sarpo varieties." 

Several websites, including 
www.lovepotatoes.co.uk and the 
British Potato Council, 
www.potato.org.uk, list new more 
blight-resistant types on their 
databases. 

To maximise your chances of a 
good crop, spread a mulch of 
organic matter on the soil surface 
a few weeks after planting. If the 
emerging leaves have been 
damaged by frost, leave them on 
the plants, as they will protect the 
foliage underneath, he 
recommends. 

When earthing up (dragging the 
earth up around the plants while 
they are growing), which you 
should do two or three times a 


season, don’t cover the plants 
completely, he says. 

“If you do that, you are 
effectively turning out a light, 
which they need to grow. Leave 
about two inches of the plant 
poking out of the soil." 

While they are growing, it’s 
better to water them thoroughly 
once a week than to water them 
lightly every day, as really 
drenching them will encourage 
moisture right down to the roots. 
However, don’t allow them to 
become waterlogged or you can 
rot the tubers. 

Early potatoes will be ready to 
harvest when the foliage dies 
down or when the flowers open in 
June and July, or earlier (the 
earlier you dig them up, the less 
chance there is of blight). 

Maincrops are harvested later in 
the year and can be left on the 
surface to dry off a little before 
being put into storage. Turvil’s 
maincrop favourite is Golden 
Wonder. 

“The return from a single seed 
potato is so great. You plant them 
in March and within three or four 
months you have loads. Growing 
potatoes is something the whole 
family can enjoy with relatively 
little effort. It’s incredibly 
satisfying.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
I I available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Detroit motor show: Latest new 
arrivals set a cracking pace

THE motoring year begins in 
earnest as the world’s media 
gather in Detroit for the North 
American International Auto 
Show. 

Just as the city itself struggles 
with the aftermath of the boom 
years and looks to the future, the 
mood and the confidence of the 
manufacturers taking part is 
indicative of the prospects for the 
year ahead. 

Yet the feeling on the show floor 
and the new products that have 
debuted suggest a climate that is 
very positive, if not completely 
rosy. 

Arguably the star of the show 
was Porsche’s 918 RSR, a road 
racer that uses hybrid technology 
to offer even greater performance 
but with greater distances 
between fuel stops. Although the

car on the stand is destined for 
the track, it points the way to an 
eventual production road car 
using the same technology. 

From the home manufacturers, 
Ford had claimed the initiative by 
showing two hybrid versions of 
the recently-launched C-Max 
MPV. Both combine a combustion 
engine and electric power to give 
as much as 500 miles range and 
fuel economy in excess of 
50mpg, while still delivering the 
practicality that is demanded by 
people-carrier buyers. 

There was a smattering of 
performance cars too, but the 
clear message from Detroit was 
that car buyers will have an 
increasing amount of choice in 
terms of power source as well as 
body style, and this can only be a 
good thing.

City share deal 
off for two years 


CAMBRIDGE City will not be moving in 
with Newmarket Town until the start of 
the 2013-14 season. 

The Zamaretto League club this week 
announced they had agreed a deal to 
stay at their Milton Road ground for a 
further two seasons. 

City chairman Kevin Satchell said: 
“We’re delighted we’ve been able to 
agree an extension on the lease at Milton 
Road. 

“The discussions with our landlords 
have been positive throughout and I was 
always confident we would come to an 
agreement. 


“This extension strengthens our 
position for when we ultimately move.” 

Satchell also expressed his gratitude to 
the Jockeys for their patience and 
understanding.

Pearce and 
Huffer are 
warned off 


TEN people, including 
Newmarket-based trainer Jeff 
Pearce and former trainer 
Geoff Huffer, plus jockey Jerry 
0’Dwyer, have been warned off 
by the British Horseracing 
Authority at the conclusion of 
the Sabre Light affair. 

The investigation concerned 
the horse’s fifth place in the 
13-runner Holly And The Ivy 
Claiming Stakes at Lingfield on 
December 17,2008. 

Pearce and Huffer were found 
guilty of conspiring to ensure 
Sabre Light did not run on his 
merits and were disqualified 
for three and four years 
respectively. 

O’Dwyer was found guilty of 
deliberately failing to ride the 
six-year-old gelding 
on his merits and was 
disqualified for 18 months. 
Unlicensed individuals Gary 
Banham, Sharon Williams, 
Peter Root, Mark Benton, 
Patrick Wrixon, Jeffrey Conrad 
and Steven Radford were all 
excluded indefinitely. 

The BHA had been alerted over 
the betting patterns, and 
Pearce has been charged for 
breaching a number of the 
rules of racing, including 
obscuring the true ownership of 
Sabre Light, who officially 
belonged to Fran O’Brien but 
was alleged to have been 
Huffer’s. 

Huffer, who won the 2000 
Guineas in 2007 with Cockney 
Rebel, was said to have lied to 
investigators and was part of a 
“a planned subterfuge” over 
Sabre Light’s running at 
Lingfield. 

The others to be punished were 
found to have backed Sabre 
Light to lose on betting 
exchanges after receiving 
information, placing the bets for 
others, or for allowing others 
access to their accounts. 
Banham, who was found to 
have used threatening 
behaviour towards BHA 
investigators, did not attend the 
inquiry. 

O’Dwyer will be banned until 
July 12,2012, while Pearce 
and Huffer cannot be involved 
in racing until January 12 of 
2014 and 2015 respectively. 
O’Brien was fined £5,000. 

No application to remove the 
exclusion from the remaining 
offenders can be made for two 
years. 
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
